Would Force Hoover to 
Take Initiative

Washington —M3)—A rift appear: 


to be developing between President 
Hoover and some of the congres- 
sional leaders charged with drafting 
farm relief legislation for considera 
tion at the special session of con 
gress, beginning next month. 


The surface reason is the determi 


nation of the ci ^Vj^executive to re 
frain from wrltUj,. .Ian agricultural 
measure and imposing it upon con 
gress, but behind that is a sharp 
divergence of. views as to the funda- 
mental principle of the bill itself. 


Some of tho farm leaders in con- 


gress take the position that since Mr 
Hoover led the fight before the coun 
try for a relief measure committing 
the equalization fee principle and. fn- 
tcrpreted the party platform as ' to 
a specific program, he should plaj 
tho principal -part in farming1 
tho 


legislation to carry out his views. 


Among this group are those who 


profess to be unable to determine 
just what the party plan is and they 
advance this as a further argument 
why tho president should take the 
initiative and guide the committees 
of senate and 
house 
which 
are 


wrestling with the problem." 


The president's view is that 
the 


Kansas City platform

plan; that this plan was presented 
to the country time and again and 
that the principles are well known 
alike to congress and the country. 
Consequently he sees no reason why 
the committees should have difficulty 
on this score.

Contrary to general opinion, the 


plumbing class at Appleton vocation- 
al school makes no attempt to In- 
stall plumbing as is usually done in 
classes in trade schools 'where the 
student attends school eight hours a 
day-Tor two years, according to ST. 
M. Hanson, instructor In plumbing: 
at the local trade school. He is re- 
quired to work only one year at the 
trade'in addition to his school train- 
ing too sain a journeyman's status. 


Apprentice classes conducted at 


the local vocational school under the 
Smith-Hughes law require only four 
hours a i\eek attendance. 
Of this 


time, only 100 hours of the entire 
400 hours of plumbing apprentice 
schooling is devoted to 
practical 


•work. This time is too short to war- 
rant doing actual installation tvorl> 
as is done at the trade schools, Mr. 
Hansen stated. 


Master plumbers and school au- 


thorities agree that the learner ac- 
quires his 
practical 
knowledge 


while working and needs to be taught 
only the operations that make up 
a job. For example, the plumber cuts 
a large number of threads. A thread 
Is cut essentially the same regard- 
l"ss of the size of the pipe, so when 
the correct method is repeated many 
times, the student master.; a funda- 


ital operation. 


ALL DETAIL TAUGHT 


In the same manner are taught 


the installation of unions and coup- 
lings: making of lead pipes; cutting 
anil cementing of clay 
pipes, and 


how to screw up joints. Installing a 
plumbing system consists largely in 
lepeating these fundamental opera- 
lions, according to Mr. Hansen. 


Approximately 100 hours of 
the 


piar-tical work is devoted to joint 
viipii ", and the methods of installing 
lead pipe. The precedure in school 
is to teach first care and operation 
of a plumbers furnace, next the mak- 
ing of wiping cloths, and the mixing 
and care of solder. 


After the student has learned to 


•n ipe joints successfully, he Is taught 
how to bend lead, to care for a sold- 
ering iron, to make solder seams, 
and to make a roof flashing. 
Stu- 


dents in the second year of school are 
taught to prepare and wipe branch 
joints, flange joints, and 
ferrule 


joints. The latter is the joining to- 
g-ther of brass and lead. The local 
vocational school has a room in the 
basement completely equipped for the 
practical work in lead and pipe join- 
ing. 


Only a small amount of lead pipe 


is installed now, brass, copper, and 
wrought iron have taken their place. 
Almost all the lead work demanded 
of plumbers is repairs of old instal- 
lations. Many of today's journeymen 
have had a wide experience in lead 
work. In the last ten years, however, 
lead installations have been 
few. 


Young journeymen seldom master 
the art. Because of repairs to exist- 
ing installations, there will be a need 
for competent plumbers 
-who 
can 


handle this branch of the trade for 
the next 30 years.

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THE SALARY REFERENDUM 
In addition to the prohibition refer- 


endum the people of Wisconsin on 
'April 2nd will' vote on a constitutional 
amendment whfch would allow the leg- 
' islature to fix the salary of its members. 


It proposes to follow the plan of the 
federal government, which is obviously 
more sensible and practical than to re- 
quire a constitutional amendment ev- 
ery time there is a salary change. 


The purpose of this amendment is to 


make it possible to increase the pay of 
Wisconsin's legislators. 
At present 


they receive a salary of $500 for two 
years' service. It is on the face of 
things a ridiculously low and inade- 
quate salary. It was fixed many years 
ago-when living costs were much be- 
low what they *re today, probably a 
third or quarter. ,The salary does not 
begin to pay the ordinary expenses of 
the legislator. If he is not well-to-do he 
is compelled to live in the cheapest 
possible way at Madison, and in any 
event must draw on some of his private- 
income to make it possible for him to 
serve the people of Wisconsin. 


The general feeling seems to be that 


the salary, ought to be doubled, that is 
made $1000 for the period of two years. 
As an increase in the overhead of gov- 
ernment, it is nominal.-- It would be 
only a fraction of one per cent of what 
state government costs. It cannot pos- 
sibly be* lelt by ^he ^taxpayers. 
. We think it wilt be clear to all 
.thoughtful persons that this amend- 
ment ought to be adopted. Not only is 
it unfair to ask men to serve in the leg- 
islature at a financial sacrifice, but it 
undoubtedly keeps many men of talent 
from offering their services because of 
their inability to subject themselves 
and their families to the financial hard- 
ships imposed. Not only are families 
often deprived pf earned income for the 
five or six months the legislature is in 
session, but the head of the family ac- 
tually has to go down into his pocket 
to meet a deficit in his own personal 
expenses. Only men with a substantial 
outside income can really afford to go 
to Madison. Those who cannot afford 
to do so may have temptations put in 
'their path by lobbyists and special fav- 
or seekers. It is unwise to subject the 
state to the dangers of half-paid public 
sen-ants, and especially those who 
' make the laws. 


We believe the adoption of the 


amendment and a reasonable increase 
in salary will result in a marked im- 
provement in the personnel of legisla- 
tures. It should improve the kind of 
service we receive from them, but 
whether this follows or not, it is only 
fair to give members sufficient pay to 
enable them to meet their living ex- 
penses. 
An affirmative vote on this 


constitutional question will be in the 
interest of better government and of 
the people themselves. 


THE PAN-AMERICAN HIGHWAY 


A number of important things hap- 


pened in the closing days of the last 
Congressional session that most of us 
lost sight of in the press of more sen- 
sational news. 


Among these was the action of Con- 


gress authorizing the appropriation of 
$50,000 with which the United States 
government can co-operate with Lat- 
in-American nations in a study and 
survey ^of the proposed Pan-American 
highway. 


This roadway, projected to link all 


the nations in the new world.Js as dc- 
serving a project as has been -suggested 
in years. It would bring incalculable' 
benefits to every nation on the .conti- 
nent,'from Canada to Chile—and the 
United States would probably benefit 
most of all. It is to be hoped that the 
new Congress will speedily vote the 
money that the last Congress au- 
thorized. The sooner this job is started,

FARM RELIEF PROGRAM 


Senate leaders are correct in the 


assumption that the country looks to 
President Hoover for a solution of the 
farm problem. This does not mean, 
however, that the president is required 
to draft the phraseology of a bill, • or 
that congress is to abdicate its legis- 
lative powers. It means that a mea- 
sure for farm relief should be •vvorked 
out which has the approval of the pres- 
ident and which may be regarded as an 
administration proposal. Mr. Hoover 
has indicated that while he docs not 
desire to lay down a specific mode of 
agricultural assistance, he is willing to 
cpoperatc in the preparation of the 
work. 


So far as it was possible to be specif- 


ic, Mr. Hoover expressed his views in 
his campaign addresses. In a number 
of his speeches, and particularly that 
at St. Louis, he laid down as concrete 
a program as would be possible with- 
out going into the details of legislative 
phraseology. 
It -would seem that the 


views he there outlined would be suffi- 
cient on which congress might proceed, 
all the while bearing irr-inind the fact 
that he is ready to confer with admin- 
istration leaders while the bill is /be- 
ing drawn. 


It is not the function of the president 


to write a farm relief measure. It is the 
part of congress to do this. If it enters 
upon the task in good faith along the 
general lines Mr. Hoover has sketched 
there can be no doubt that a satisfac- 
tory solution will be evolved. In other 
words, there-should be no passing of 
the buck. Congress should do its part 
and the president will do hi^. 


"THE WALL STREET CRASH 
What was certain to happen in Wall 


street has happened. There was only 
one way to curb reckless speculation 
and that was to raise the rate on call 
money to the point where loans could 
not be carried. The market has crash- 
ed, as it did last December, under sim- 
ilar pressure and great losses have 
been taken. 
Everyone knows that 


prices have been forced up to 'a point 
beyond both asset and earning values 
and that eventually someone must hold 
the bag. 
v 


Stock speculation has become the 


great American pastime. The lure of a 
possible shortcut to wealth is irre- 
sistible. The point that those who 
gamble when prices are at .the top al- 
ways lose sight of is that huge profits 
do not come out of the air. They arc 
the product of some one else's losses. 
The frenzied bull market which has 
controlled for so many months ' has 
reached a climax where it is not health- 
ful for sound business and enterprise. 
It had to be curbed. 


The Federal Reserve board has pre- 


cipitated the issue without a blunt ulti- 
matum. Its "request" to member banks 
to curtail credit has had potent effect. 
It may yet be necessary for the Federal 
Reserve board to take more drastic ac- 
tion. Wall street may have frightened 
itself into liquidation and may recover 
its shattered nerves. In any event, the 
country wity approve the 
measures 


that arc being taken to stop excessive 
speculation. 


THE STATE PARK MOVEMENT 
Announcement by Secretary of the 


Interior Ray Lyman Wilbur that the 
ninth annual meeting of the National 
Conference on State Parks will be held 
early in May at Clifty Falls State Park, 
Indiana, serves to emphasize anew the 
great service states can do their citi- 
zens by setting up park areas. 


The state park is a comparatively re- 


cent development. In every state are 
many areas which, while not quite of 
national park caliber, arc nevertheless 
worth preserving as recreational and 
bccnic spots for the use of all the 
people. The great increase in the num- 
ber of state parks in the last decade is 
a highly encouraging sign. 
No state 


can establish too many. Each addition- 
al one that is set up means wholesome 
enjoyment for many thousands of 
people. 


HOOVER FOLLOWS UP

OUR FIRST NAVY 


Today is the birthday of the American Navy 


On this date in 179}. President ^Washington sign- 
ed an act providing for the construction of six 
frigates, four of -H guns and two of 36. 


Although the act specifically provided that the 


ships were' to be used only to protect American 
commerce 
from 
Algerian piracy, and that "if 


peace should take 
place between the United 


States and the resrency of Algiers, no further 
proceedings shall be taken." the fact remains 


that this law marks the beginning of a per- 


manent American Navy. 


Work on the frigates was promptly begun and 


the dcsisrn of the new vessels was in charge of 
tho finest American shipbuilder of the times, 
Joshua Humphreys. It is a significant tribute 
to his skill that toward the end of the War of 
1812 
England built a number of frigates, ac- 


cording to the Lonton Times, "exactly upon the 
plan of the large American frigates." 


The Constitution, "Old Ironsides," became the 


most famed of the six ships. Their total cost was 
about $1,500,000. The Colorado, one of the latest 
U. S. Warships, cost $25,030.311 alone.

IX THE AIR 


A growing and ugly factor in mod 


ern commerce is what is known as 
"health appeal." For example, you 
should wear our inimitable style of 
galoshes, not to keep your shoes dry 
but because you may get rhcumatiz 
or something if you don't. 


This "health appeal" is generally, 


though not always, a reflection on 
;he health intelligence, of the public 
As appeal it fails utterly if one has 
moderate Knowledge 
of hygiene, 


physiology, sanitation and the like. 
But that's just why "health appeal" 
moves the goods, because the gener- 
al public is so innocent of such 
knowledge. It isn't taught in our 
common schools. 


The other day I listened to a. puta- 


tive expert 
lecturing about 
the 


"germ-laden air" and urging upon 
his audience the regular use of cer- 
tain merchandise that purports to 
protect customers somehow against 
the microbes that fly or float about 
in the air hceking whom they may 
devour. Of course this is absurd to 
the mind of any one with an 
cle 


mentary knowledge of hygiene, but 
probably, it moves the goods, or the 
commercial firm that 
sponsors 
it 


would not do so. 


In the modern operating-room an<J 


in the sick-room, we assume, and c 
perience proves the" correctne&s of 
the assumption that the air is prac 
tically germ-free. We know that the 
air never carriers disease. We know 
that even the breath of a patient 
ill of x communicable disease, such 
as diphtheria or tuberculosis or pneu- 
monia or'scarlct fc\cr, does .not con- 
tain the germ or virus of the disease, 
and cannot cause the diseabc in an- 
other person who inhales it. 


There is just one mode of infec- 


tion or spread of disease that wo do 
recognize in connection with the air, 
and that is mouth-spray infection. It 
is for this reason that every per- 
son in the operating room, except 
perhaps the patient, is required to 
wear a suitable mask. 


Today nobody who is competent t« 


have an opinion fears the spread of 
disease or the infection of the opera- 
lion \vound by the agency of dust. 
Although operating-rooms are usual- 
y built and maintained with a view

ease for the simple reason that there 
•»re no genus in the air that arc 
. pable of harming anybody. 


I said the breath of a patient ill 


of a communicable respiratory dis- 
•ase contains no germs and can car- 
ry no disease. That applies to the 
quiet breathing, ordinary breathing. 
Of course the breath may contain 
droplets of spray if the patient i? 
talking, coughing-, sneezing or laugh- 
ing, and the spray droplets may con- 
tain the s;crms or virus of the dis- 
ease, in a virulent condition.

t, or sneeze or cough spray, which 


has. a range ot 10 to 12 feet, one 
may safely assume there arc no 
harmful germs in the air.

AXS.—Tin* wax or common is, nor- 


mally present ana should not be die- 


turbed. (Perhaps you mean hardened 
plugs or masses of it. The only safe 
way to remove such hardened plugs 
is by syringing the ear. 
It is best 


to have your doctor to this first, ;o 
show you how it should be done. The 
water must be agreeably warm, and 
may contain a. spoonful - or two of 
salcratus in the pint. Hang the con- 
tainer not over a foot above ear lev- 
el. Draw ear upward and backward, 
direct stream into, but do not insert 
nozzle in, the ear canal. This may be 
repeated a few days if "necessary. 
Never insert anything smaller than 
your elbow in your ear. 
If the 


syringing- fails to remove the plug 
or foreign body, the condition de- 
mands medical care.

AX EPIC OF FINLAND 


"Seven Brother?." by Alexis Kivl, 


a great Finning classic 'that has re- 
cently been translated Into English 
for tho first time, is described as a 
novel, probably because it looks like 
a novel in form. That is, it is prose 
narrative, except that tho parts us- 
ually given in diolog in a novel are 
in tho form of the diolog of a. play. 
But the narrative itself is 
often 


much nearer the blank verse of an 
epic like tho Odyssey than it is like 
the ordinary level of a novel. The 
whole book is keyed on a high note 
that is much nearer poetry 
than 


prose. 


What in content, aside from its 


form, is "Seven ""Brothers?" It is the 
sreat classic of modern Finland. It 
is to that arctic land what the Iliad 
and Odysfcy were to ancient Greece. 
By means of it Alexis Kivi raised 
Finnish literature to a European lev- 
el: from being the provincial litera- 
ture of a small provincial people, it 
began to challenge the attention of 
European scholars. And now finally 
it has penetrated to America. 


"Seven Brothers" is about as well 


known here as Finnish is spoken the 
world over as if "Uncle Tom's Cabin" 
whercevcr Americans live.

and 
to 


them • Seven Brothers" is the same 
household institution that "Pilgrim's 
Progress" ha? been for three centur- 
ies amonsr KnslNh speaking people. 


I am elaborating on this to show 


that "Seven. Brothers" is not merely 
a passing story that happens to have 
captured attention for a moment. It 
is not exactly nn r.tsy volume to 
read and it is very long. It is so dif- 
ferent from the average prose nar- 
rative we are- accustomed to that 
many a reader may get lost in the 
mazes of its strangeness unless he 
keeps in mind the book's background. 


The story is not complicated. There 


are seven brothers—seven r^sterlng 
turbulent, undisciplined roughnecks— 
on Jukola Farm, a farm in the wild 
country of 
Fmnland. They have 


completely no education. iux almo^r 
savages, are at outs \\ith ilic world 
and instead of working their farm 
S|vnd their time fighting and drink- 
ing.

Finally they 
discover they have some bullets left 
and they kill all of the bulls, later 
gorging themselves with the meat. 


In due time they come to thcu- 


senses and with much labor and trou- 
ble they carve out a new farm in 
the wilderness, the turn has been, 
made from savagery to civilization. 
Success in this physical 
endeavor- 


gives them courage for tho far har- 
der task of learning their letter?. 
They stick to it and finally are ready 
to be examined by the parish priest. 


At the end of the ten year period 


they return to the old farm and 
claim it. They now have two farms, 
they marry and settle down. That is 
the surface story, but underneath, 
it is the story of the race, of how- 
men first wrestled with the earth, 
with their fellows, with the alpha- 
bet, with justice, with Injustice, an-J 
with themselves.

to S' that "it is desirable that early 
steps should be taken to limit the 
number of members of tho house of 
lords and to make provision for art 
elective representation Or nomination 
as would insure to edch political 
jvarty a fair position in the house of 
lords."

^, several 
hundred 
actors 


now under contract 
in sound pic- 


tures, only 4 per cent are from the 
legitimate stage. The rest have been 
recruited from the movie lots. This 
explains the fact that among the 
long list of movie actors, musical, 
literary and stagfe celebrities signed 
by Fox the only legitimate actors of 
note are Will Rogers. Willie Collier 
and George Jesse!. While it is true 
that negotiations are under way with 
other actors, the bulk 
of the new 


talkie talent will come from fllmdom. 


It is "name" consideration which 


have turned the scale in favor of the 
screen workers rather than the legi- 
timate actors. "While one of the lat- 
ter might have a big name in New 
York, bis: city stage names are not 
necessarily names in 
the interior. 


The producers

WEALTH IN II. S. 


"Country Is Optimistic and 


People Have Faith in 
Market 


BY GEORGE T. HUGHES- 


Xew York—There are several r«a- 


SOBS why "short selling" or specula- 
tion for the decline in stocks or in 
commodities involves more- danger 
than' speculation for the 
advance. 


Theoretically at least there Is no 
limit to the possible loss when one 
sells before he buys. 


To illustrate, if a speculator bought 


100 share* o£ lieneral Motors at 4>hO. 
a share all he could lose would be 
SO -points. If the stock went to noth- 
ing- at all his loss would be limited 
to the total cost when the commit- 
ment was entered upon. If on the 
other hand he sold 100 shares of Gen- 
eral Motors short at SO evpectlng it 
to decline, the posrible loss would 
not be limited to SO points. Conceiv- 
ably it might be 100 points. 200 or 
even more. 


As a matter of fact losses on the 


short side are seldom if ever taken, 
but the fear of them is ever present 
with the short seller. 


Then there is the spectre of a cor- 


ner. It has happened in times past 
that stocks have been cornered and 
that shorts have been compelled to 
pay ruinous prices to cover th^lr 
sales, but the Exchange frowns on 
corners and they are rare exceptions 
to the rule. 
- Thc;normal attitude of a speculator 
is.^one of optimism. Ho enters the 
market 'because of his faith in the 
future. To reverse this attitude and 
capitalize distrust comes 
hard to 


most, people. Another thins. In the 
United States, a country of increas- 
ing wealth, stocks which represent 
equities in trade and Industry norm- 
ally increase in value over a period 
of- years.. It Is more logical to spec- 
ulate for the rise than for the fall. 


AH these considerations conscious- 


ly or unconsciously 
Influence the 


short seller and it takes a pecular 
combination of nerve and tempera- 
ment successfully to combat them. 
Ait offsets to these difficulties ex- 
perience shows that when prices turn 
downward they decline much faster 
than when they, are moving In the 
opposite direction. In other words 
prpfi's accrue more rapidly for the 
short than they do for the long.

Its one 
flaw so far as colleges arc concerned, 
is that professionals arc more adept 
at the game nndthat is one of the 
few s-ports in which college alumni 
will pass tip the alma mater in favor 
of a professional exhibition.

holdings of the Phelps-Dodge group, 
including the Grccne-Cananea mines. 
In the northern part of Vcra Cruz 
American capital is invested on a 
large scale in the 
petroleum fields. 


Petroleum products valued at $46.- 
910,144 were exported last year, a 
drop of $75.702.563 from 1927. 


From the state of Sinaloa, con- 


tiguous to 
Sonora, 
are 
shipped 


srqat quantities of 
tomatoes and 


other fresh vegetables 
In the off 


seasons of this 
country. 
Sinaloa 


was another state whose capitula- 
t!on was quickly announced by re- 
volting forces. 


Some 70 per cent of. tho 
copper 


exported from Mexico comes 
from 


Sonora, .most of it through Agua 
Pricta and 
Cananea. Last 
year 


copper exportatlons amounted to 51,- 
415.074 pounds from Sonora. valued 
nt $6,024,659. Gold exports reached a 
total value of $1,650,451 and silver 
exports 54,502,119. 
Exports of all 


metals from Sonora were valued at 
?12,456,766. 


Through the

of; Tamplco,

The smaller bills will become lodged 
under the large ones and are liable 
to be taken out unknowingly. It is 
hoped that by July, however, most 
of the old size will be out of circula- 
tion.
